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1. In late May 1919, the entire District UDB of Gjurgjevac eacapsd across 
the Drava River into Hungary. 


2. In June 1949, almost all the principal officials of the Central UDB 
for Montenegro attenpted to escape to Albania. Several were killed 
and a larger mucber captured. It is not known how many reached Albania. 


3. Stanko Canica-Opacic, Minister of Forest Industries for the Republic of 
Croatia,: and Marko Bellinic, President of the United Syndicates for 
Croatia, are suspected ty the UDB of being pre-Cominform. Informant is 
certain that they are Cominformists and that they will break with Tito 
at the first opportunity.
